That reso lu tio n 
wo u ld en able so me p erso n s in the ap artm en t co m­ 
p lex to get ren t su bsidies. 
At Mo n day n ight’s City Co u n cil meetin g the p eti­ 
tio n er req u ested the co u n cil v o te do wn the ho u sin g 
act reso lu tio n . The req u est fo r an n ex atio n an d re­ 
zo n in g to R-6 rem ain ed, ho wev er. 
The o bjectio n s did n o t disso lv e. They to o k o n a 
n ew lo o k . 
Ed Jan k o wsk i, 9 33 Fran k lin Gro v e Ro ad re­ 
q u ested the co u n cil sen d the p ro p o sal back to the 
Plan Co mmissio n . 
“The o rigin al p ro p o sal was fo r a high-rise u n it,” 
he said. ‘‘The Plan Co mmissio n was su p p o sed to be 
co n siderin g a high-rise. I’m su re if they k n ew it 
w asn ’t a high-rise they wo u ld hav e v o ted differen t­ 
ly .” 
“No o n e was alert to what the dev elo p er had in 
min d 
he added. “We hav e the same right as an y ­ 
o n e else. Sen d it back to the Plan Co mmissio n an d 
let u s ex p ress o u r o p in io n s.” 
Jan k o wsk i referred to a letter by Ed Merrick at­ 
to rn ey fo r the o bjecto rs, statin g the p arcel co u ld as 
well be zo n ed R-5 . City atto rn ey To mas Magdich ex ­ 
p lain ed the zo n in g was co in ciden tal. If there is R-6 
zo n in g, an y thin g which is legal within R-6 co u ld be 
bmlt, he said. The zo n in g was n o t fo r a sp ecific p ro j- 


Jan k o wsk i tu rn ed to an o ther argu men t. “What 
abo u t the q u ality o f liv in g,” he co mmen ted. “We 
k n o w so methin g abo u t the q u ality o f liv in g. Whv 
cro wd p eo p le in to these k in d o f u n its. We sho u ld 
thin k abo u t the fu tu re. We in herited so methin g 
n ice an d we sho u ld p ass it o n .” 
Other o bjecters co mp lain ed abo u t sewer facili­ 
ties in the area. Co mmissio n er Jam es G. Bu rk e as­ 
su red them the en gin eers rep o rted the ex istin g sew­ 
ers adeq u ate fo r the in creased lo ad. 
Still o thers co mp lain ed abo u t the o v ercro wdin g 
at Madiso n Scho o l. 
On e lady ev en p o in ted o u t it wo u ld “ru in the 
v iew.” 
Still an o ther p o in ted o u t it sho u ld be left as a 
farmin g area. ‘‘Why tak e farm lan d fo r this when 
there is a fo o d sho rtage.” 
May o r W arren Walder fin ally sp o k e o u t fo r the 


p etitio n er. 
“We sho u ld sho w fairn ess to all,” he ex p lain ed. 
“Their side has co mp lied fu lly with all the laws. We 
sho u ldn ’t du ck this issu e n o w. The Plan Co mmissio n 
k n ew what it was ap p ro v in g.’’ 
Fin an ce Co mmissio n er Walter Lo hse in terject­ 
ed. “No o n e has men tio n ed the n eed to co n tin u e to ex ­ 
p an d o u r tax ro lls so the bu rden wo n ’t beco me in ­ 
creasin gly greater o n tho se already p ay in g tax es. 
“No bo dy has said an y thin g abo u t freedo m. 
Freedo m o f a bu sin ess to do as it sees fit. I was 
again st Sectio n 2 3 o f the Ho u sin g Act. I still am. 
“We’re n o t try in g to jam an y o n e in to cro wded 
co n ditio n s. Peo p le go where they wan t to go . What 
go o d wo u ld it do u s to bu ild beau tifu l ho mes n o o n e 
can bu y . If the ap artm en ts are a slip sho d o p eratio n , 
n o o n e will wan t to liv e there. It’s a bu sin ess deci­ 
sio n . W'e mu st p ro v ide the mean s fo r the freedo m to 
do what is p o ssible to do within the law .” 
Mrs. William Kelly , 112 0 Fran k lin Gro v e Ro ad, 
ex p ressed fears that eight ho u ses, acro ss the ro ad 
fro m the p ro p o sed p ro ject an d o u tside the city , 
wo u ld beco me su rro u n ded an d be fo rced to an n ex . 
Co u n cil m em bers assu red her the strip o f ho u ses 
wo u ld n o t be su rro u n ded an d n o an n ex atio n wo u ld 
thu s be fo rced u p o n them. 
This led to an ex chan ge between Mrs. Kelly an d 
Walder in which she declared “We do n ’t wan t to be 
p art o f the city .” 
The an n ex atio n an d rezo n in g mo tio n was tabled 
u n til the Ju n e 17 meetin g. The reso lu tio n o n the 
Ho u sin g Act will be co n sidered at that time to o , with 
the may o r reco mmen din g rejectio n , as the p etitio n ­ 
er has req u ested. 
Ray mo n d an d Iren e Hay s, o p erato rs o f Bu n n y ’s 
Bait Sho p , 9 14 Washin gto n Av e., lo st a bid fo r a 
chan ge in the sp ecial u se o rdin an ces o f the zo n in g 
co de to o p erate their bu sin ess. 
Jo hn Calu waert. atto rn ey fo r the bait sho p o p er­ 
ato rs, ask ed the co u n cil to o v erru le a Plan Co mmis­ 
sio n reco mmen datio n that the sp ecial u se chan ge be 
den ied. 
Hay s himself said he had a list o f fiv e bait sho p s 
in the city , all o p eratin g in residen tial areas. Two 
were legal o n gran dfather clau ses, he p o in ted o u t. 
May o r Walder to ld Hay s if he wo u ld p ro v ide the 
list o f the sho p s, ap p ro p riate actio n wo u ld be tak en . 
Hay s an swered he felt it wo u ld be a disserv ice to 
fishermen if he su rren dered the list. 
Co mmissio n ers Bu rk e an d Jam es Dishman 
sp o k e o u t in fav o r o f o v erru lin g Plan Co mmissio n . 
Walder said he was regretfu lly go in g to v o te to 
den y the sp ecial u se.

“ I wish the p erso n who to ld u s abo u t the bait 
sho p bein g o p erated illegally in the first p lace, 
wo u ldn ’t hav e do n e it,” he co mmen ted.

Mrs. Hay s o p en ed fo r bu sin ess at the 9 14 Wash­ 
in gto n Av e. address this mo rn in g, o p eratin g o u t o f 
the back o f a tru ck . The city atto rn ey an d p o lice had 
ap p ro v ed the legality o f su ch an o p eratio n , she said. 
The co u n cil heard an o ther litan y o f co mp lain ts 
abo u t w ater dam age to p ro p erty . 
The co u n cil decided to ap p ro v e hirin g o f Willett 
Ho fman n an d Asso ciates fo r a co mp lete drain age 
stu dy o f the so u theastern p art o f the city . A co m p a­ 
n io n m easu re ap p ro p riatin g $7,000 in mo to r fu el tax 
fu n ds to p ay fo r the stu dy was ap p ro v ed. 
Pro testers were ask in g when so methin g co u ld be 
do n e abo u t the p ro blem.

One o f the po sitiv e results o f the 
cam pus unrest o f the 196 0s was the 
establishm ent o f student o mbuds­ 
men in many co lleges and univ ersi­ 
ties. 
Like his nam esake in the Swedish 
go v ernment where the idea o riginat­ 
ed, the o m budsm an’s jo b is to act as 
mediato r between students 
(citi­ 
zens) and the univ ersity adm inistra­ 
tio n (the bureaucracy ), to hear co m ­ 
plaints and try to get the appro priate 
o fficial to do so mething abo ut them. 
A recent repo rt by the student 
o mbudsman at the Univ ersity o f 
Chicago is pro bably ty pical. During 
his stint in the spring and sum mer 
quarters o f 197 3, o mbudsman J o el 
Lev in handled 6 5 co m plaints, rang­ 
ing fro m lack o f bicy cle security o n 
the cam pus to dwindling library 
serv ices to the drabness and inade­ 
quacy o f student ho using to the sani­ 
tary napkin situatio n in wo m en’s 
rest ro o ms. 
Lev ins’ co m m ents o n his ex pe­ 
rience are an interesting m icro co sm 
o f life itself. 
“ There is o ften a co rrelatio n,” he 
writes in his repo rt, “ between re­ 
m o teness fro m direct student co n­ 
tact and a willingness to acco m m o ­ 
date an indiv idual student’s pro b­ 
lem . Thus the perso n students first 
enco unter is o ften as petty and un­ 
y ielding as his superio r, fo ur tim es 
rem o v ed, is likely to be m agnani­ 
mo us and acco m m o dating. 
“ Often these superio rs are will­ 
ing to bend o r abando n general po li­ 
cy to acco m m o date indiv idual stu-

dents.” 
As an ex am ple, o ne student co m ­ 
plained that the registrar’s o ffice 
wo uldn’t allo w her to graduate with 
ho no rs because a secretary had in­ 
adv ertently o mitted her nam e fro m 
the ho no rs list. An ho no rless diplo ­ 
ma had thus been o rdered fo r the 
student and she was giv en the cho ice 
o f graduating witho ut ho no rs in J une 
o r graduating with ho no rs in Sep­ 
tember. 
The o mbudsman asked the regis­ 
trar why a blank diplo ma co uldn’t be 
giv en in J une and the actual o ne 
mailed late when it had been print­ 
ed, permitting the student to gradu­ 
ate with the rest o f her class witho ut 
being penalized fo r a m istake she 
hadn’t made. 
The registrar, sho wing no co n­ 
cern fo r the student, replied that this 
wo uld inco nv enience his o ffice and 
wo uld v io late univ ersity regulatio ns. 
It was no t until the o mbudsman to o k 
the m atter to the president’s o ffice 
that the decisio n was changed. 
The sam e kind o f thing must hap­ 
pen a tho usand tim es a day in ev ery 
bureaucracy that ex ists, be it a uni­ 
v ersity o f city hall o r the federal 
go v ernm ent, where, as Lev in writes, 
the “ fragm entatio n o f the (bureauc­ 
racy ) into separate little em pires 
fo sters an attitude o f indifference to 
all 
things unco nnected with the 
smo o th running o f each indiv idual 
em pire.” 
In o ther wo rds, when we co m ­ 
plain abo ut “ the sy stem ,” w e’re 
really co m plaining abo ut human na­ 
ture.

The reco rd acreages no w being 
planted mean no thing unless they 
are matched by reco rd y ields—and 
that requires go o d weather and am ­ 
ple supplies o f fertilizer. The true 
pessim ist will po int o ut that this is 
the y ear that the 20-y ear dro ught cy ­ 
cle is due to hit Am erica’s midwest. 
But the mo re serio us pro blem is the 
acute sho rtage o f fertilizers. The 
bulk 
o f 
nitro gen-based 
fertilizer 
co m es fro m natural gas, and prices 
hav e been raised alo ng with o il. 
A fertilizer like urea, which was 
selling at $4 0 a to n in 197 1, to day 
fetches $26 0 o n the wo rld m arket— 
when it is av ailable. Mo ro cco , the 
wo rld’s majo r pho sphate ex po rter, 
quietly tripled its prices earlier this 
y ear to $4 2 a to n and is co nsidering 
ano ther increase in J uly . 
Tho se farm ers who hav e been 
able to affo rd these new prices are, 
parado x ically , ex actly tho se who 
need it least. This y ear American 
farm ers will be spending an ex tra $4 
billio n o n fertilizers, 4 0 per cent 
mo re than in 197 3. They will be buy ­ 
ing up supplies that co uld be far 
mo re pro fitably used in the dev elo p­ 
ing wo rld. A to n o f fertilizer o n a v ir­ 
gin field can up wheat y ields by 
abo ut 10 to ns. But the mo re fertilizer 
is applied, the sm aller the ex tra 
cro p. This law o f diminishing re­ 
turns m eans that the wo rld fo o d sup­ 
ply will be restricted this y ear as the 
rich plains o f America and Euro pe 
are o v er-fertilized at the ex pense o f 
the dev elo ping wo rld 
The fertilizer sho rtage has put a 
firm lid o n the green rev o lutio n. The 
new high-y ielding v arieties o f wheat 
used in Latin America and India and 
the m iracle rice cultiv ated thro ugh­ 
o ut So utheast Asia depend purely o n 
fertilizers fo r their effectiv eness. 
Witho ut fertilizers, y ields are m i­ 
nute.

Thro ugh use o f chem ical po ly ­ 
m ers, which each co ntain two sub­ 
stances o f equal weight but hav e dif­ 
ferent m o lecular size, scientists be­ 
liev e 
additiv es can 
be 
ingested 
which will no t pass thro ugh the di­ 
gestiv e sy stem and hence can hav e 
no effect o n the bo dy . 
It is kno wn what will be abso rbed 
fro m the gastro intestinal tract de­ 
pends o n the mo lecular size o f the 
substance. 
M o lecular size is sim ply 
the 
sm allest unit o f a m aterial. All 
m o lecules are inv isible to the naked 
ey e, but do differ in size and, chem i­ 
cally speaking, carry different m o ­ 
lecular weights. 
The substances who se m o lecules 
are 
sm aller 
mo re 
readily 
pass 
thro ugh the intestine walls and enter 
the bo dy ’s digestio n sy stem . 
M aterials with large m o lecules 


do no t pass thro ugh the gut wall and 
thus ev entually are elim inated fro m 
the bo dy in the sam e fo rm as when 
ingested and thus hav e no effect, 
go o d o r ill, o n the bo dy . 
The idea which is being ex peri­ 
mented with by the Dy anapo l Co r­ 
po ratio n, Palo Alto , Calif., is to at­ 
tach an additiv e in a large mo lecular 
fo rm to fo o d substances which hav e 
sm all m o lecular sizes. 
When po ly mers o f different-sized 
m o lecules carry ing fo o d and an 
additiv e o rally enter the gastro in­ 
testinal 
tract, 
the 
additiv e 
has 
serv ed its purpo se by altering the 
fo o d in so m e way , preserv ing, add­ 
ing a sw eetness o r so urness taste. 
The additiv e being attached to a 
large inert mo lecular fo rm passes 
undigested thro ugh the bo dy , while 
the fo o d substance in sm all m o lecu­ 
lar size passes thro ugh the gut wall 
and its fat, carbo hy drates, pro teins 
and m inerals are bro ken do wn and 
feed the bo dy . 
Fo o d techno lo gists and nutritio n­ 
ists are watching Dy napo l results 
v ery clo sely . 
Success in the v enture will free 


mo st additiv es fro m any suspicio n 
as being harmful to health. 
One ex am ple o f unco ntested po si­ 
tiv e results fro m use o f a fo o d addi­ 
tiv e fo o d industry peo ple like to talk 
abo ut is the reaso n the No rthern 
Plains are no lo nger kno wn as the 
go iter belt. 
Minneso ta was the heart o f the 
go iter belt, so -called because o f the 
high incidence o f perso ns liv ing in 
that regio n hav ing go iters. 
After lo ng y ears it was deter­ 
mined the reaso n fo r the prev alence 
o f go iters amo ng the No rth Plains 
residents was the absence o f io dine 
in the so il o f the regio n. 


Io dine was added to the salt and 
no w the peo ple o f that regio n no 
lo nger liv e in what is kno wn as the 
go iter belt. 
No t ev ery fo o d additiv e has this 
clear ev idence o f being beneficial to 
the health o f co nsumers. 
It can be ho ped the Palo Alto 
ex perim ents will pro v ide the ulti­ 
mate so lutio n to the fo o d-additiv e 
co ntro v ersy .

A prudent man liv es o n his in­ 
co me. He uses his sav ings judicio us­ 
ly because he kno ws that to use them 
fo r day -to -day liv ing will lead so o ner 
o r later to inso lv ency . 
In glo bal term s, it has been a lo ng 
tim e since Western man liv ed o n his 
“ inco m e.” Our civ ilizatio n is based 
o n the ex penditure o f o ur “ inherit­ 
ance,” what we refer to as o ur natu­ 
ral reso urces. We hav e ev en dev ised 
an acco unting sy stem which say s 
that the faster we spend o ur inherit­ 
ance, the richer we are. That sy stem 
uses GNP as an indicato r o f natio nal 
wealth. 
As far as energy is co ncerned, we 
hav e no t liv ed o n o ur “ inco m e” 
since the industrial rev o lutio n. As a 
result, we hav e just ex perienced a 
dress rehearsal o f the co nditio ns in 
which we can find o urselv es when 
energy supplies do no t m eet energy 
dem ands. The inescapable fact is 
that fro m no w o n energy reso urces 
will beco m e increasingly scarce and 
mo re ex pensiv e. 
The ultim ate so urce o f all o ur en­ 
ergy is the sun. The fo ssil fuels we 
burn to day are really depo sits o f so l­ 
ar energy laid do wn m illio ns o f 
y ears ago . But these fuels are lim it­ 
ed, and as we are no w well aware, 
po wer generatio n based o n their use 
has undesirable env iro nmental co n­ 
sequences. The o nly inex austible en­ 
ergy so urce av ailable to us is the sun. 
The amo unt o f energy the earth 
receiv es co ntinuo usly fro m the sun 
is eno rmo us—so m e 
17 0,000 tim es 
mo re energy than we no w co nsum e. 
If, fo r ex am ple, a piece o f land in 
the Arizo na desert 150 m iles square 
co uld be co v ered with energy co n­ 
v ersio n equipment, it co uld supply 
mo st o f the electrical energy re­ 
quired by the United States. 
Ho wev er, this v ast amo unt o f so l- 


Sunba thing to future 
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ar energy reaching earth is no t easi­ 
ly co nv ertible and certainly is no t 
“ free.” There are two o bstacles to 
harnessing it. 
First, so lar energy is no t co n­ 
stantly av ailable o n earth So me so rt 
o f sto rage is needed to sustain a so l­ 
ar-po w ered sy stem thro ugh the 
night and during perio ds when lo cal 
weather co nditio ns cut o ff the supply 
o f so lar energy . 
Seco nd, so lar energy is diffuse. 
While the to tal amo unt o f energy 
av ailable is eno rmo us, the amo unt 
av ailable at any po int is no t large 
eno ugh to be useful. Thus, it must be 
co llected, and this entails a large 
capital inv estm ent fo r the co nv er­ 
sio n apparatus. 
The way to o v erco m e these o b­ 
stacles is to m o v e the co nv ersio n 
sy stem s to o uter space where so lar 
energy is co nstant 24 ho urrs a day . A 
satellit eso lar po wer statio n which 
is maintained in sy nchro no us o rbit 
22,300 m iles fro m the earth’s equato r 
can co nv ert so lar energy directly to 
electricity . The electricity is fed to 
generato rs inco rpo rated in a trans­ 
mitting antenna. The antenna di­ 
rects a m icro wav e beam to a receiv ­ 
ing antenna o n earth where the m i­ 
cro wav e energy is co nv erted back to 
electricity —with an efficiency o f 8 5 
per cent. 
An o bv io us questio n at this po int 
is. i f so lar energy is so m arv elo us, 
why hav e we been so slo w to harness 
it? ’’ The answer has two parts: o ne 
eco no mic, o ne so cio lo gical. 
The eco no m ic part o f the answer 
is that so lar-energy co nv ersio n sy s­ 
tem s hav e alw ay s been mo re ex ­ 
pensiv e than their co nv entio nal al­ 
ternativ es. This situatio n is chang­ 
ing rapidly as supplies o f co nv en­ 
tio nal fuels dwindle and prices in­ 
crease. Because o f the spiralling 
prices o f fo ssil fuels, to tal co st o f so l­ 


ar sy stem s will so o n be co mparable. 
Also , the basis fo r o ur eco no m ics 
is slo wly changing. The co st o f fuel 
o il do es no t include the destructio n 
o f a reso rt beach by an o il sp ill; the 
co st o f electricity in New Yo rk City 
do es no t include medical pay m ents 
fo r illness caused by air po llutio n. 
We hav e no t y et put a price tag o n 
item s such as clean air and clean 
beaches, but we are beo ming aware 
o f their v alue. As this happens, so lar 
energy will 
beco me increasingly 
co m petitiv e. 
There are also so cio lo gical rea­ 
so ns why we do no t use so lar energy . 
Mo st o f us are mo tiv ated by a desire 
fo r status, and in o ur so ciety , status 
is based no t o n co nserv atio n but o n 
co nsumptio n The benefits av ailable 
thro ugh harnessing so lar energy are 
no t y et part o f o ur v alue sy stem . Our 
v alues are based in large part o n 
m aterialism , and while we are all 
o ppo sed to , say , air po llutio n, we are 
equally o ppo sed to changing o ur way 
o f liv ing 
Much o f the techno lo gy fo r so lar 
energy is ready and waiting 
Of 
co urse, there are significant pro b­ 
lem s to so lv e, but the pro blems re­ 
lating to so lar energy are no where 
near as co mplicated as, say , the 
pro blems o f co ntro lling nuclear fu­ 
sio n, and so m e o f the so lutio ns are 
much nearer at hand than was the 
case when President Kennedy an 
no unced we wo uld put a man o n the 
mo o n in 10 y ears 
There is reaso n fo r o ptimism that 
the increased activ ities in so lar en 
ergy applicatio ns will be o f wo rld­ 
wide benefit—fo r so lar energy is the 
o nly energy so urce av ailable to all 
natio ns Its use will no t diminish the 
so urce o f supply and co uld result in 
achiev ing the balance with nature 
which is necessary to attain the full 
po tential o f human civ ilizatio n 
Is Chou olde r tha n his y e a rs ?

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LONDON (L E N S )- Cho u En-lai 
has mo re reaso n than just abo ut any 
o ther 7 6 -y ear-o ld to be feeling his 
age. 
As a m em ber o f the Co mmunist 
party ’s po litburo fo r nearly 5 0 y ears 
and as China’s prime m inister fo r 
nearly 25 , he has sho uldered greater 
respo nsibility fo r a lo nger tim e (and 
put in lo nger ho urs) than any man o f 
his generatio n. 
But ev en if fatigue has under­ 
standably caught up with him at 
last, it is alm o st certainly no t the o n­ 
ly ex planatio n fo r his absence fro m 
a series o f impo rtant o ccasio ns in 
Peking o v er the past few weeks. 
Cho u is plainly no t incapacitated. 
He turned up to receiv e three fo reign 
statesm en in turn: President Sen- 
gho r o f Senegal, Mr. Bhutto o f Paki­ 
stan and Archbisho p Makario s o f 
Cy prus. 
China’s 
welco ming 
ban­ 
quets were giv en in his nam e if no t in 
his presence. So it might be argued 
that he has m erely decided to shed 
the tim e-co n su m in g cerem o n ial 
trim m ings o f his jo b while retain­ 
ing (he substance o f po wer. 
There is a precedent fo r this in 
the behav io r o f Chairman Mao him ­ 
self, who has attended no public 
functio ns fo r three y ears ex cept fo r 
his well-publicized m eetings with 
fo reign guests. 
But if Cho u were just tired and 
unwell he co uld m erely hav e taken a 
few weeks o ff. The way it has go ne 
suggests that the prime m inister is 
no t o nly stepping back but stepping 
do wn One piece o f ev idence fo r this 
theo ry is the pho to graph o f Bhutto ’s 
v isit to M ao ’s study last week: fo r 


the first tim e since the death o f Lin 
Piao , Cho u was no t in the chair o n 
Mao ’s right alw ay s reserv ed fo r the 
number two man. He had shifted to 
the number three seat recently o c­ 
cupied by the y o ung Shanghai radi­ 
cal Wang Hung-wen, who in turn had 
mo v ed do wn a peg. 


The man in Cho u’s place was 
Teng Hsiao -ping, the deputy prime 
m inister who has been standing in 
fo r Cho u mo re and mo re o ften re­ 
cently and who lo o ks mo re and mo re 
likely to be his cho sen successo r. 
Teng, who is reputed to be o ne o f 
China s mo st able adm inistrato rs, 
seem s to hav e been in training fo r 
the jo b since J anuary , when he was 
suddenly resto red to the po litburo 
after sev en y ears in cultural rev o lu­ 
tio nary ex ile. His pro mo tio n co incid­ 
ed ex actly with three o ther signifi­ 
cant m o v es: the first sharp decline 
in Cho u’s public appearances, the 
reshuffle and co nsequent weakening 
o f China’s m ilitary co m m anders, and 
the acceleratio n o f the anti-Co nfu- 
cio us cam paign into a natio nwide 
m ass m o v em ent. The implicatio n o f 
th ese 
co in cid e n c e s—which 
are 
clearly no t co incidental—is that they . 
represent' so m e kind o f three-way 
bargain. ’ 
The arm y , which presumably 
prefers Cho u to any radical alterna­ 
tiv e, may hav e agreed to see Cho u 
go and at the sam e time to cede 
so m e o f its o wn po litical po wer, o n 
the assurance that the Peking ad­ 
ministratio n wo uld remain in capa­ 
ble m o derate hands.

I was informed that I was 
creating a feeling of “m istrust” 
in my daughter 
(age 13) b e­ 
cause I told her I was appalled 
b y her sneaking out of the house 
after the family had gone to b ed 
and wouldn’t stand for it. 
; After several months of ther­ 
apy (at $40 and $50 an hour) I 
was made to feel that my judg­ 
ment was faulty and that I had 
created most of my own prob ­ 
lems b ecause of some “inade- 
jquacy in my personality .” 
When 1 asked my therapist, 
after four years, “How long will 
I have to b e in treatment?” he 
replied, “How long did it take 
you to get sick9” I wondered if 
-that meant that b ecause I was 
44 I could look forward to an­ 
other 40 years of treatment 
I am not trying to make it ap­ 
pear there is nothing wrong 
with me There is plenty wrong, 
which is why I got into this 
whole psychoterapy mess in the 
iirst place. The point is that 
Tinding a therapist with compe 
-tenet» , compassion and common 
sense is so chancy that a person 
is prob ab ly just as well off to 
talk to himself and it would b e 


a lot cheaper. Sign me—-Crazy 
As Ever But A Lot Smarter 
Dear Smarter: Psychiatry 
has done b eautifully for some, 
very little for others, and has 
b een downright destructive for 
those who fell into the wrong 
hands. Of course there are 
some nutty psychiatrists. In 
fact, some of them selected the 
field in search of solutions to 
their own prob lems. 
Your mistake was staying too 
long 
with 
therapists 
who 
weren’t helping. Don’t damn 
the entire profession b ecause 
you drew a couple of losers. For 
many patients, therapy has 
b een a life-saving experience, 
and I’ve received hundreds of 
letters to prove it. 
Dear Ann Landers: My hus­ 
b and keeps nagging me to get a 
facelift. 1 am 47 and think I 
look pretty good. He talks in­ 
cessantly ab out a woman in his 
office who had her face done 
and looks 20years younger. 
I don’t want to spend the 
money, take the time off from 
work, or go through the pain. 
Yet, if it means so much to him, 
mayb e I should. What do you 
say?—L.S. 
Dear L.S.: It’s your face and 
your husb and has no right to 
pressure you into a lift if you 
don ’t want one. 
Furthermore, not all lifts 
come out peachy-keen. I’ve 
talked to many women who are 
sorry they messed around. And 
b ear in mind, the results are not 
permanent. The b est lifts last 
only five or six years at the 
most.

The 
com m ittee begins looking into 
ITT m atters today . 
Colson pleaded guilty Monday 
to a single count of obstructing 
justice in the trial of Daniel 
Ellsberg, accused of leaking 
the Pentagon papers. Under an 
arrangem ent with special Wa­ 
tergate prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski, Colson will not be pros­ 
ecuted on three other charges 
in the Ellsberg case and in the 
W’atergate cover-up 
Colson said he agreed to the 
arrangem ent so he would be 
free “to tell every thing I know 
about the W atergate and Wa­ 
tergate-related m atters.” 
The 42-y ear-old lawy er will 
be sentenced June 21 on a 
charge that he carried out a 
plan to “defame and destroy 
the public image and credi 
bility ” of Ellsberg A felony , it 
carries a max imum penalty of 
five y ears in prison and a $5,- 
000 fine. 
His arrangem ent with Ja- 
worski is designed to make him 
available as a prosecution w it­ 
ness in the various trials the 
special prosecutor is preparing 
But William Merrill, assistant 
special prosecutor, said Colson 
would be free to testify before 
the Judiciary Committee if he 
wants to. 
Chairm an Peter W. Rodino 
Jr., D-N.J., who hopes to speed 
up the inq uiry by limiting the 
number of witnesses, would not 
comment about the possibility 
that Colson would be called. No 
decision will be made on wit­ 
nesses, he said, until all docu­ 
mentary evidence has been pre 
sented in about three weeks.

Barber house in Polo 
added to historic register 


SPRING FIELD- Henry D. Barber 
Ho use, at 410 W. Maso n St. in Po lo , has been 
added to the Natio nal Park Serv ice’s “ Na­ 
tio nal Reg ister o f Histo ric Places,” Co nser­ 
v atio n Directo r To ny Dean anno unced. 
The building was appro v ed fo r inclusio n o n 
the Natio nal Reg ister by the NPS upo n rec­ 
o mmendatio n o f the Illino is Histo ric Sites Ad­ 
v iso ry Co uncil, an ag ency o f the Department 
o f Co nserv atio n. “ Reg ister” status affo rd a 
deg ree o f pro tectio n fo r the pro perty , Dean 
said. 
Dean said the structure earned Natio nal 
Reg ister reco g nitio n fo r its architectural 
quality rather than its histo ric sig nificance. It 
is no w the ho me and o ffice o f a leading Po lo 
citizen, Dr. L. Ro y McDaniel, and is co nsid­ 
ered o ne o f the co mmunity ’s finest building s. 
The ho use is deemed architecturally im­ 
po rtant because o f its classical rev iv al sty le, 


the ex cellence o f its desig n and its eleg ant, 
beautifully crafted details, Dean ex plained. 
Barber Ho use also is o f special interest as 
an impo rtant ex ample o f the wo rk o f Chicag o 
architect J o seph Ly man Silsbee, reg arded as 
o ne o f the late 19th and early 20th century 's 
mo st capable desig ners. Silsbee’s distinctio ns 
include g iv ing famed architect Frank Llo y d 
Wrig ht his initial training . Wrig ht appren­ 
ticed fo r a y ear in Silsbee’s o ffice. 
The ho use was desig ned in 1891 fo r Barber, 
a pro minent banker and o wner o f the Barber 
and Trumbauer Bank fo unded by his father, 
Chancefo rd Barber, in 1856 at Franklin and 
Maso n Streets, Po lo . Henry Barber died in 
1896. 
Co nstructed o f Ro man brick with lime­ 
sto ne string er co urses and sills, the residence 
co nsists o f two sto ries, a basement and attic, 
which hav e been altered little o v er the y ears.

DE KALB — The United

The reaso ns? Po pulatio n 
g ro wth is already here, Sachs 
to ld so me 40 internatio nal 
scho lars attending a co nference 
in hig her educatio n held at 
No rthern Illino is 
Univ ersity . 
Also , he said, “ We really are 
co mmitted to o v erco ming the 
disparities under which peo ple 
liv e, bo th in this co untry and 
elsewhere ” 
He no ted that ev en if it were 
po ssible to achiev e zero po pula­ 
tio n g ro wth “ to mo rro w,” it 
wo uld take 60 y ears fo r energ y 
demand to lev el o ff 
Sachs also stressed the im­ 
po rtance o f o pening up new 
so urces o f energ y because o f 
the “ disparity between the way 
we liv e o n energ y and the way 
the rest o f the wo rld liv es,” 
Techno lo g y can help in sev er­ 
al way s, he said, including that 
o f mitig ating the env iro nmen­ 
tal and eco lo g ical impact re­ 
sulting fro m the use o f so me 
ty pes o f energ y 
“ Also , we mig ht co nsider 
way s to increase the use o f 
co al,” he said while no ting that 
it was “ really incredible” that 
scientists do no t y et kno w the 
mo lecular co mpo sitio n o f co al. 
This fa ct, Sachs*o bserv ed, 
hampers the search fo r way s to 


ex pand its use as an energ y 
so urce. 
So lar energ y , he said, co uld 
be an impo rtant so urce but 
what is really needed in the 
field “ is a new idea.” So lar 
heating is already well under­ 
sto o d and feasible but “ so lar 
co o ling and so lar electrical 
po wer are ano ther ty pe o f 
pro blem.” 
In dev elo ping new energ y 
so urces, the pro blem, the 
nuclear phy sicist said, is to 
hav e as many technical o ptio ns 
av ailable as po ssible. 
“ Nuclear energ y , I believ e, is 
o ne o f the mo st impo rtant o p 
tio ns o pen to us, partly because 
it is technically 
intensiv e,” 
Sachs said. 
With nuclear energ y , he add 
ed, because o nly technical peo ­ 
ple hav e been inv o lv ed fro m the 
beg inning , we hav e “ a co n­ 
tro lled techno lo g y ” and under­ 
stand what the pro blems are.

Su ch v ehicles inclu de farm and 
co nstru ctio n m achinery , high* 
way m aintenance eq u ip ment 
and anim al-drawn v ehicles. 
The SMV emblem is a p ro ­ 
du ct o f research and the go al 
was to co me u p with so mething 
distinctiv e, highly v isible bo th 
day and night bu t y et self-co n­ 
tained, needing no batteries o r 
electric p o wer. Also , it co u ld 
no t co nflict with o ther traffic 
warning dev ices. 
What ev o lv ed was a 16 -inch- 
high triangu lar dev ice with a 
bright 
flu o rescent 
o range 
center highly v isible in day light 
and bo rdered by a reflectiv e 
red m aterial that p ro du ces a 


ho llo w red triangle at night 
when light beam s strike it. The 
dev ice was to be mo u nted o n 
the rear o f a slo w-v ehicle in 
p lain v iew and at a height o f be­ 
tw een th ree and six feet, 
co nsidered best to catch the 
headlights o f fo llo wing traffic 
at night. 
The 
American 
So ciety 
o f 
Agricu ltu ral Engineers in 1966 
ado p ted 
the 
emblem 
as 
a 
standard (ASAE S27 6 .1). It was 
giv en NSC bo ard ap p ro v al and 
inclu ded in the Unifo rm Vehicle 
Co de. So me 31 states hav e 
inco rp o rated the emblem in 
their traffic laws. Mo st recent­ 
ly , an Occu p atio nal Safety and 
H ealth 
Act 
(OSHA) 
agricu ltu ral standard sp ecified 
that the SMV emblem mu st be 
mo u nted o n farm eq u ip ment 
which is o p erated by emp lo y ed 
p erso ns when trav e ling o n 
p u blic ro ads. (This standard, o f 
co u rse, wo u ld be o f m o st 


co ncern to farm ers and ranch­ 
ers in states which do no t hav e 
SMV emblem legislatio n.) Also , 
many states hav e inclu ded the 
em blem 
in 
th eir 
d riv er 
m anu als and the emblem is 
described in NSC’s Defensiv e 
Driv ing Co u rse. 


Rep o rts fro m Michigan and 
Nebraska co nfirmed that the 
emblem was indeed effectiv e as 
bo th states enjo y ed a dram atic 
redu ctio n o f rear-end co llisio ns 
inv o lv ing slo w -v ehicles and 
p assenger 
o r 
co m m ercial 
mo to r-v ehicles. 


Ho wev er, a 
recent rep o rt 
fro m Michigan sho ws an u p tu rn 
in the nu mber o f rear-end co lli­ 
sio ns o n p u blic ro ads.

NEW YORK (NEA)— Gene Sarazen, no w nearly 7 2 y ears o ld, 
has made histo ry and has seen histo ry made. He thinks he was 
there when to day ’s energy crisis was lau nched The y ear was 1956; 
he was play ing a ro u nd o f go lf with President Dwight Eisenho wer, 
at Bu rning Tree Co u ntry Clu b in Mary land 
“The President had ju st hit into the ro u gh,” Sarazen recalled 
recently . “Ju st then, a messenger came with the news that the Su ez 
crisis was abo u t to blo w u p that France, Britain and Israel were 
co nfro nting the Ru ssians in Egy pt. 
Ike ru shed right o ff and made peace And the Ru ssians stay ed 
in Egy pt. I think they co u ld hav e been persu aded by tho se o ther 
co u ntries to get o u t o f there. Their presence in Egy pt to day is a 
great influ ence in the Arabs hav ing the co u rage to bu ck the wo rld 
o n the o il issu e. 
"If o nly Ike had go ne ru mmaging fo r his ball in the ro u gh fo r 10 
minu tes, the co u rse o f wo rld histo ry might hav e been changed.” 
Sarazen chu ckled at the o dd no tio n 
Fo r the last sev eral y ears, Sarazen has been su ffering what he 
calls his o wn perso nal energy crisis, tho u gh o ne wo u ld hardly gu ess 
i t.; 
He seems as ro bu st, as do u ghty and as likely to sho o t a 66 
(which he did recently ) as when tramping co u rses o n the way to 
British and US Open, PGA and Masters titles as far back as 1922 
Sarazen still tu gs o n tho se antedilu v ian y et snazzy knickers 
And he say s he can hit the ball as far as he ev er co u ld, tho u gh no w 
hell enplo y a 4-wo o d where o nce he plu cked fro m his bag a 4 iro n 
His ho le-in-o ne last y ear at Tro o n du ring the British Open was an 
internatio nal sensatio n. 
Almo st ev ery mo rning befo re dawn no w, tho u gh 
he in- 
v o lu ntarily gets u p An aching bu rsitis in his right sho u lder ro u ses 
him fro m his sleep He ambles into the bathro o m where he draws 
himself a ho t bath, fo r tempo rary relief. 
“So I o nly get three, fo u r ho u rs sleep a night no w," he said. "It 
saps me o f energy my o wn energy crisis,” and he smiles, a kindly 
bu t craggy smile 
No t o nly has the pain redu ced his time o n the go lf co u rse no w 
o nly two o r three times a week bu t it has cu t do wn his shelling 
Fo r y ears, he and his wife Mary wo u ld walk alo ng the beach beside 
their winter residence o n Marco Island ("My Shangri-la." say s 
Sarazen) and co llect shells Bu t walking has beco me a cho re fo r

Meanwhile the real energy crisis might affect him in ano ther 
way Phis co u ld lie the f irst y ear that he will miss the Masters To u r­ 
nament in Au gu sta, Ga. He has made them all since missing the 
v ery first o ne in 1934. His do u ble eagle o n the 17 th ho le o f the final 
ro u nd o n the way to winning the 1935 Masters was selected by Go lf 
Digest as “the mo st famo u s sho t in go lf histo ry .”

We can leng then the lifespan
